HE beſt Time to lay on the Plaiſter is at Night, going to Reſt, firſt 
Bathing the Part well with Vinegar; if to the Arm, it muſt be laid on 


D the out ſide, near the Muſcle, where they uſually make an tfſue, which in- 
deed is the moſt convenient place; for there the Patient can dreſs it himſelf; if 


on the hinder Part of the Head, next the hollow of the Neck, the Hair muſt be 
frft ſhaved off, but may be more Commodiouſly op 


| plyed betwixt the Shoulders. 
It may likewiſe be laid to other parts, as the Thighs and Legs, &c. Let the 
- Plaiſter Iye on 14 Hours, or until it has Drawn a Bliſter, then take off the Plaiſter 


(which is of no farther Uſe) and cut the SKin, as in Common Blifters, and Spread a 

little of the Ointment as thin as'you can well ſee it : But never broader then the 
Bliſter, upon a Linnen Rag or green Oll Cloath, and apply to it. But for the 

more convenient keeping on of the Dreſſing upon the Middle of one of my Stick- 

inp-Plaiſters, made for that uſe, which does not only prevent the falling of the 
Dreffing ; But does not waſte the Ointment as Rags doth, and ſo Dreſs it once or ' 

twice in'a day as occaſion requires. ; |
